FAVERSHAM could “lose its creek 
for ever” unless a wrangle over 
dredging is sorted out, it has been 
claimed. 

Medway port officials have admitted the 
future of the creek is not a priority and dredg¬ 
ing may prove too expensive. 

Without dredging, the harbour will never 
function properly and the dream of sailing the 
Cambria barge in and out of creek during the 
2012 London Olympics could be scuppered. 

Swale councillor Mike Cosgrove said: “The 
development of the creek is the most impor¬ 
tant positive move Faversham has seen for 40 
years. If it fails, Faversham will lose its creek 
for ever and become a dead Cinque Port limb. 

“We continue in discussions with the 
Medway Port Authority and are committed to 
finding a way to solve the dredging problems. 

“While it is not our responsibility to monitor 
traffic we understand the volume has already 
increased over the past two years and will con¬ 
tinue to do so. 

tf We hope Yourswale will be at the forefront 
of backing this process and help to rally busi¬ 
nesses, organisations and the community in 
Faversham who are all essential to the success 
of the creek. The importance of this project 
cannot be overstated.” 

However Medway harbourmaster Catherine 
Spain said without an idea of future traffic it 
would be difficult to justify the costs involved. 

She said: “Dredging the creek was never a

A DEPRESSED man shot 
dead by police officers after 
brandishing a plastic Uzi 
submachine gun was killed 
lawfully an inquest heard. 

The verdict was returned by jurors 
at Gravesend Coroners Court follow¬ 
ing a week-long inquiry into the 
death of Dayniel Tucker, from 
Adisham Green in Sittingboume. 

The 39 year old was shot twice by 
two Kent firearms officers on 
Saturday, December 29, 2007, after 
pointing what appeared to be an Uzi 
submachine gun at them. 

Despite later investigations reveal¬ 
ing it was a plastic airgun, a jury 
found the officers were justified in 
using lethal force against Mr Tucker. 

Independent Police Complaints 
Commissioner Mike Franklin said 
the events of that day have had a 
lasting effect on everyone involved. 

“Mr Tucker’s family and friends 
lost a loved one in tragic circum¬ 
stances and the firearms officers 
have to live with the that fact they 
shot and killed a man,” he said. 

He also stressed the gun used by 
the victim was described by a ballis¬ 
tics expert as having an “extremely 
close likeness to a real Uzi weapon”. 

Mr Franklin said: “Despite officers 
being equipped with tasers and 
baton rounds, the circumstances of 
this case did not allow them to create 
a situation where the use of less 
lethal weapons was an option.” 

Mr Tucker, a welder fabricator, suf¬ 
fered from depression and seasonal 
affective disorder and had attempted 
suicide in the past. 

The night before his death he had 
been drinking in the Black Horse 
pub in Stanstead, Sevenoaks, where 
a barmaid described him as being

problem when there was enough 
commercial traffic, but now it is 
silted up to such an extent that 
dredging is the only option. 

“Agitation would be a cheaper 
option, but this is prohibited as it 
may stir up sediment which could 
enter the Swale which is a desig¬ 
nated shellfish reserve. 

“So how we proceed is debatable. 
Prior to dredging the 
Environmental Agency require a 
full appraisal of the methods to be 
used and this is extremely costly 
and runs to tens of thousands of 
pounds. We need to know the costs 
will be justified. 

“Swale council has been unable to 
project how much traffic will use 
the creek, which makes it difficult 
to make a decision because if there 
is not enough traffic it will simply 
silt up again. 


“deeply sad”. 

The following day he called 999 
around 8.50am, saying there was a 
person on Tumblefield Road in 
Stanstead pointing a firearm at him. 
He then hung up. 

Unarmed officers attending the 
scene searched for Mr Tucker and at 
9.12am reported seeing a man with a 
'large bulge” in his top. 

He ignored police when they 
approached him so they contacted 
the Force control room, also reporting 
a white Mitsubishi Colt - later dis¬ 
covered to be Mr Tucker’s - parked in 
a field with a hosepipe running from 
the exhaust to the window. 

When armed firearms officers 
arrived they shouted warnings to 
him, but Mr Tucker took what 
appeared to be an Uzi submachine 
gun out of his coat and pointed it at 
them. 

Two officers fired their weapons, 
with one hitting him in the groin, 
and the other - the fatal shot - hit¬ 
ting him in the upper part of his 
chest. 

He was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Mr Tucker was described by those 
who knew him as “a good man, a lov¬ 
ing uncle and caring godfather”. 

His close friend Joel Gifford, who 
attended the inquest, said: “It was a 
bolt out of the blue - he was really 
happy and had a lot going for him.” 

“When I first met him 10 years ago 
while working at Medway 
Galvanising he was a bit overweight 
and down - he was on anti-depres¬ 
sants. 

“But after losing touch for a couple 
of years, my wife bumped into him 
and he’d completely changed. 

“He’d lost all his weight and he 
wasn’t on anti-depressants anymore 
- he was really happy. 

“He liked a drink and smoked a bit 
of cannabis, but he went to work and 
paid the bills.” 


“The reduction of commercial 
traffic all over the region has 
resulted in many problems that 
need addressing and unless Swale 
council can say how much the creek 
will be used it’s not at the top of our 
priority list.” 

Faversham MP Hugh Robertson 
said he hoped a compromise could 
be found. 

“The creek is a unique and special 
asset and it is vital we utilise it for 
the benefit of the town. 

“I would strongly encourage all 
the beneficial owners, interest 
groups and, crucially, the council to 
come together and lay out a deliver¬ 
able strategy for its future.”

Mr Gifford and his family moved 
into the same street as Mr Tucker 
and they became close with Mr 
Gifford asking his friend to be godfa¬ 
ther to his son. 

“He was really happy, but then he 
broke up with his long-term partner 
and he found out that his mum had 
died. 

“But my wife tracked down his sis¬ 
ter and they got in contact and he 
found out he had a niece and 
nephew.” 

Mr Gifford admitted his friend 
became down six months before his 
death after another relationship 
broke down, but he moved closer to 
his sister and things were looking up. 

“Before he died he was so positive, 
he’d joined a dating agency and he 
had a lot going for him.” 

Mr Gifford’s wife Joanne added: 
“We are still struggling to under¬ 
stand what happened, I don’t sup¬ 
pose we ever will. We miss him.” 

Nurse in organ 
donor appeal 

AN INTENSIVE care nurse from 
Sittingboume is appealing for people 
to join the register of organ donors. 

Richard Spooner made the plea as 
research carried showed that nearly 
everyone would accept a donated 
organ if they needed one but only 27 
per cent have joined the register. 

As a charge nurse at the Medway 
Maritime Hospital, organ donation 
has become even more poignant for 
Mr Spooner since losing his daugh¬ 
ter, Rachael. He said: “Rachael sadly 
passed away in 2004 aged just 24 
after a brain haemorrhage. For 
Jeannete, my wife, and myself it was 
a very simple decision to make as 
Rachael felt strongly about organ 
donation and she carried a donor 
card from the age of six. Knowing 
that we carried out Rachael’s wishes 
gives us great comfort, as does know¬ 
ing her loss has given life to others.

A LACK of interest in the arts in 
Swale has prompted local artists to 
stage an exhibition celebrating the 
borough’s creative achievements in 
another district. 

Swale Arts Forum (SAF) has chosen to forsake 
its home and stage its latest exhibition - a cele¬ 
bration of Swale’s artistic talent - at the 
Horsebridge centre in Whitstable. 

The decision follows a disappointing turn out 
at past events and the recent collapse of life 
drawing classes in Sittingboume where only the 
model turned up. 

SAF spokesman Sioux Peto said: “We worked 
really hard to set up the life drawing classes 
in Sittingboume. 

“We obtained the services of a good model 
and booked the Avenue Theatre as a venue. I 
went along and just the model turned up 
which was really disappointing.” 

The artists exhibiting at Whitstable hope that 
by going out of the area they can drum up more 
interest in the arts. Nine painters, four sculptors, 
one poet and two photographers will be involved 
in the 795 exhibition which starts on March 10. 

‘We are a really vibrant bunch of artists and 
we really want to engage as many people as pos¬ 
sible but sometimes it’s difficult to know what to 
do,” said Ms Peto. 

“There are about 25 of us now from all disci¬ 


plines including film, theatre and music and we 
meet regularly each month to discuss our work 
and how to share it with the community. 

“The idea of the 795 exhibition came from 
artist Greg Read - it represents our dialling 
code. Our goal is to promote the work that goes 
on in our area and the Horsebridge Arts Centre 
attracts a higher viewing audience. 

We want to show the world that Swale has 
talent in abundance.” 

A spokesman for the arts at Swale council said: 
We recognise there are good artists in the bor¬ 
ough While historically, there has been a pre¬ 
existing network of artists in Sheppey and 


Faversham it may take some time to get the mes¬ 
sage through to the Sittingboume community.”

Guard smuggled 
cannabis into jail 

A PRISON officer has been jailed for 26 
months after trying to smuggle a mobile 
phone and drugs into HMP Elmley. 

Scott Price, 31, from Stiles Close, 
Minster, Isle of Sheppey, was arrested on 
August 17 last year when he arrived to 
work the night shift. 

After a search prison staff found a 
phone and 3 grams of cannabis he was 
trying to take in for prisoners. 

Price, who had worked at the prison for 
10 years, also confessed to smuggling in 
phones, dmgs and booze on three other 
occasions. 

He told officers he was asked to carry 
the contraband by an accomplice who 
lives on the Isle of Sheppey, and was paid 
£500 a time. 

Price was caught following a random 
search, with Kent Police and the Prison 
Service screening staff as they arrived 
for work as part of a new operation.

Drink driver is 
spared cell time 


Prison for stun-gun coke 
dealer after raid on home 


A DRINK driver found to be more 
than three times over the legal 
limit has narrowly avoided prison. 

Katie Jane Wratten, of 
Primrose Lane in Sittingboume, 
was convicted of drinking whilst 
over the limit after she was 
stopped on the A20 Ashford Road 
in Lenham. 

Police found 118 microgrammes 
of alcohol in 100 millilitres of her 
breath. The legal limit is 35. 

The 42-year-old was disqualified 
from driving for three years 
and given a three-year conditional 
discharge. 

Wratten, who appeared before 
Mid Kent Magistrates on February 
22, was also ordered to pay court 
costs of £85, 

Downpour causes 
flooding at homes 

TWO houses in Minster-on-sea had 
to be pumped out after they were 
flooded by torrential rain. 

Owners of the single-storey and 
two-storey properties in Power 
Station Road called emergency 
services at 11.42am on Sunday 
after becoming overwhelmed by the 
scale water entering the building. 

Fire crews took more than three 
hours working alongside along-side 
the water board to pump the hous¬ 
es free of water. 


A DRUG dealer from Sittingboume 
who armed himself with a stun gun 
was sent to prison for 30 months. 

Stephen Charlton, of Crown Quay 
Lane, pleaded guilty to possessing 
the Class A drug cocaine with intent 
to supply and for possessing a stun 
gun at Maidstone Crown Court on 
Monday, Februaiy 22. 

The 29-year-old was caught red- 
handed when dmgs cops stormed his 
home after a joint operation with the 
Sittingboume neighbourhood polic¬ 
ing team. 

Neighbourhood police sergeant 
Jason Hedges said after the trial: 
“Cocaine has the potential to cause 
serious problems within our night¬ 
time economy and we have made it a 
priority to stamp out its use and 
come down hard on people dealing it. 

“Many people see cocaine as a 
recreational drug but the harsh 
fact is, it is a Class A drug that mins 
lives and the only people to profit 
from it are the dealers.” 

The judge sentenced Charlton to 
two years for dmgs charges and six 
months for possessing a prohibited 
weapon. The lag was ordered to serve 
his sentences concurrently. 

Sergeant Hedges added: 
“Charlton’s sentence should serve as 
a strong deterrent to anyone think¬ 
ing of dealing or using cocaine. The

fact that he will also spend an extra 
six months in prison for possessing a 
stun gun shows how seriously the 
court views owning this type of pro¬ 
hibited weapon”

Below inflation tax hike 

COUNCIL tax rises for Swale were set below 
the rate of inflation, despite the authority 
being £5 million in the red. 

Councillors opted for a 2.48 per cent rise 
which equates to about a penny a day for 
properties in the band D bracket. 

Council leader Cllr Andrew Bowles said: 
“We will always seek a lower council tax level 
if possible. We have to tackle the financial 
issues facing local authorities now. It would 
be irresponsible to wait and see what the 
economy does.” 

The council has proposed a range of cuts to 
make up the three-year deficit which will see 
it trying to claw back £1.6m in the next finan¬ 
cial year. Jobs are expected to be lost togeth¬ 
er with the loss or reduction in front line 
services.

THEY’VE been on the 
road entertaining listeners 
for nine long years but a 
Sittingbourne broadcast¬ 
ing group has finally won 
its campaign for a commu¬ 
nity radio licence. 

SFM Radio was launched by four 
passionate men determined to keep 
an independent service in the town. 
Since conception, programme direc¬ 
tor Peter Flynn, along with his 
uncle, Terence Flynn and friends 
Sam Gillham and Paul James, have 
campaigned tirelessly for the sta¬ 
tion, providing a familiar presence 
at major events held in the town. 

Peter Flynn said: “We are all still 
a little bit shell-shocked. 

‘We have received so many mes¬ 
sages of support it’s been a bit over¬ 
whelming. Over the years we’ve 
seen local broadcasters swallowed 
up by big businesses or squeezed 
into closure, but we were deter¬ 
mined to get permission to launch a 


24-hour service dedicated to the 
Sittingbourne community.” 

In order to qualify to be on air 
around the clock, the group had to 
broadcast for 28 days of each year. 
It costs £15,000 each time which 
Mr Flynn said was possible only 
with the help of more than 40 busi¬ 
nesses in the town. 

“We have been campaigning for 
the past nine years and we would 
like say thank you for all the help 


received. However, the work doesn’t 
end here and we need to bring our 
radio station to fruition, promoting 
our town and all that is happening.” 

With more than 20 volunteers, 
Mr Flynn said the aim was to be up 
and running by the end of the year. 

“There’s a lot to do now. The 
future is very exciting. We need to 
find premises and set up a studio. 

We also need to work with local 
schools, groups and organisations to 


get as much coverage as possible.” 

SFM Radio chairman Terence 
Flynn said: We are delighted with 
the decision and optimistic that 
Ofcom’s decision will prove to be a 
catalyst for the development of the 
town’s latent potential.”

Tell us a little about yourself 


A I am a musician with a lifetime dedication 
to three aspects of music: composition, 
performing and the development of new 
instruments and sound-sculptures. 

What is sound-sculpture and how did you get into it? 

A Sound-sculpture can take a variety of 
forms, but in my work they are usually 
kinetic structures which produce sounds or 
music by visible mechanical means, often with 
an element of interactivity 
I began experimenting with sound at an 
early age, building electronic and mechanical 
equipment for generating and modifying 
sounds, later progressing to tape-manipula¬ 
tion and composing. Sound-sculpture was a 
natural progression. 

Q What's the most inspiring piece of work you've under¬ 
taken and why? 

A The work I’ve found most inspiring to date 
is my current commission from the English 
Folk Dance and Song Society, the 
Sharpsichord. 

It’s a harp which allows anyone to pro¬ 
gramme its mechanical memory to play what¬ 
ever tune they want, by positioning pins in a 
cylinder, which is turned to play the music. 

Building it was the least inspiring bit - a 
slow, tedious, endless grind. What’s inspiring is 


the quality of its tone and the process of pro¬ 
gramming it, which is a fairly slow but satisfy¬ 
ing experience, leading to a performance 
which usually sends visitors into raptures. 

Its universal appeal and effectiveness in per¬ 
formance with other musicians are the most 
inspiring aspects.

Were you brought up surrounded by music and art? 


A My parents were classically trained musi¬ 
cians. I was trained on the cello, my sister 
Barbara on piano. I learnt to play the piano by 
ear and arranged Beatles songs as duets with 
her. I later took up electric bass. 

The house was always full of classical music. 
My parents played in a wind quintet which 
rehearsed in our sitting room - though musi¬ 
cal humour such as Gerard Hoffnung and 
Flanders and Swann were also a big influence.

Who are you inspired by and why? 


A As a composer and musician I have always 
been inspired by interesting harmonic pro¬ 
gressions typically found in the music of 
Rachmaninov, 

Bach and 

Delius. 

John Baker, of 
the BBC 

Radiophonic 
Workshop, was 


also a major influence and led to my joining 
the BBC in the hope of finding a place in the 
workshop. 

In sound-sculpture I have been inspired by 
artists such as Jean Tinguely, the Baschet 
brothers, and the Victorian engineering ver¬ 
nacular best illustrated by William Heath 
Robinson. Harry Partch is an important influ¬ 
ence in my instrument-building. 

What do you do when you are not working? 

Sleep. 

What book did you last read? 

The Blaze of Obscurity, by Clive James. 

| What music are your currently listening to? 

A Chris Wood’s A Handmade Life, The 
Quartet, Evan Parker, Robert Jarvis, and 
the new remix of Genesis’s 1970s albums. 

What are you goals for the future? 

A To help create an appetite for and under¬ 
standing of sound-sculpture in Britain, 
and to create a new family of electro-acoustic 
instruments with which to perform my own 
music in a live band.

A PETITION at the Downing 
Street website is urging the 
Government to introduce a scheme 
where householders could scrap 
poorly insulated windows in return 
for a £1,000 grant towards energy 
efficient ones. 

According to the Energy Saving Trust, each 
household in Britain produces five-and-a-half 
tonnes of C02 each year, a figure which could 
be cut by 1.5 tonnes if homes were more ener¬ 
gy efficient. Measures to help people replace 
old boilers are in place, so campaigners say a 
similar move for windows is a logical next step. 

The Government-backed car scrappage 
allowance, which gave drivers £2,000 off the 
cost of a new car when they traded in an old 
banger, was a huge success and boosted the 
economy during the recession. 

The average cost of double glazing a typical 
three-bed semi is between £3,000 and £3,500, 
so a Government backed scheme would be a 
huge boost to homeowners. 

And the trust claims the average household 
could save £135 a year on its heating bill. 

One company backing the petition is Kent-

based window and conservatory company 
Elephant. 

Spokesman Duncan Barkes said: “We urge 
homeowners across Kent to sign this petition 
and send a message to the Government. 

“The scrappage scheme benefited thousands 
and a similar initiative for double glazing 
would do the same. As well as boosting the 
economy it would also help the UK achieve its 
carbon emissions targets.”

Boiler voucher 
offers route 
to lower bills 

PAVING the way for more energy efficient 
homes the Government has already made a 
decision to encourage householders to scrap 
their old boilers with a £400 voucher for a 
new energy efficient model. 

Boiler manufacturers say this could save 
home owners huge amounts on their fuel bills. 

But they add the choice in the market for 
efficient heating is now wide and householders 
may like to look beyond boilers for efficient and 
increasingly affordable solutions to keeping 
their home warm. 

People aged over 60 might get a much larger 
discount under the Warm Front subsidy scheme 
than if they apply for the scrappage scheme. 

British Gas offers a discount of £1,052 for 
over-60s under Warm Front but only £800 
under the scrappage scheme. 


Unique partnership 
with KCC legal team 

LAWYERS at County Hall have teamed up 
with a private law firm to create one of the 
largest specialist public sector legal teams 
in the country. 

The team, called Law:Public, will offer a 
range of services for pubic sector bodies and 
will handle local authority work at dis¬ 
counted rates. 

More than 100 lawyers from the legal 
services department at Kent County 
Council and Midland and Wales-based law 
firm Geldards will make up the team. 

KCC hopes the venture will save money 
by offering different rates for different jobs, 
and cheaper fees than private firms, with 
maximum charges of £150 an hour. 

Geoff Wild, director of law and governance 
at KCC, said: “Collaboration across the pub¬ 
lic and private sectors is the way of the 
future. 

“It ensures clients receive the best of both 
worlds - the cultural fit, expertise and 
value for money of the public sector, com¬ 
bined with the business drive, efficiency 
and skill set of the private sector. 

“What we are offering is the ability to 
handle a large volume of work aligned to 
the highly specialised expertise at a price 
which we believe will save councils a sub¬ 
stantial chunk of their legal budget.” 

The Kent Legal Services department 
already handles work for more than 200 
public bodies. 

The department is self-funding, and last 
year made about £1.5 million profit which 
was used for libraries, schools and other 
projects. The 12 district councils in Kent use 
their own legal teams unless a case is par¬ 
ticularly specialised, where it is then ten¬ 
dered out to law firms.

A NEW report entitled Water- 
birds In The UK 2007/08 has 
highlighted the importance of 
Kent as a winter destination for 
winged visitors. 

Each winter this country sees the arrival of 
millions of waterbirds from the Arctic and 
northern Europe. 

Dungeness, The Swale and the Medway 
estuary are all prime destinations in the 
county for thousands of birds. 

Dungeness is listed in the report as being 
internationally important for two species, 
shoveler and mute swan. In the last five years 
the area and nearby Rye Bay supported an 
average of 36,165 birds. 

Meanwhile, The Swale supported an aver¬ 
age of 79,361 birds over the last five years, 
with black-tailed godwit, golden plover and 
pintail occurring in internationally impor¬ 
tant numbers. 

The Medway has three species occurring 
in internationally important numbers - avo- 
cet, pintail and black-tailed godwit. 

Over the last five years it has supported an 
average of 29,413 birds. 

Dr Mark Avery, the RSPB’s conservation 
director, said: “Two aspects of this long- 
running study really stand out. 

“Firstly, that bird populations change over 
time and understanding this is critical to 
developing future conservation strategies. 

“Secondly, that the UK’s wetlands, and 
particularly those on the coast, are of enor¬ 
mous importance to the survival of a great 
number of waterbirds which migrate from 
many other countries. 

“The protection and wise management of 
our wetlands is a priority to ensure that they 
continue to provide a lifeline to bird popula¬ 
tions in the face of climate change.” 

Shifting 

An analysis of the 50 most widespread 
winter-visiting wetland birds showed there 
had been some dramatic changes over the 
last decade - and emphasised the impor¬ 
tance of protecting sites such as The Swale, 
the Medway and Dungeness in the face of a 
UK-wide decline in some species. 

Birds faring the worst compared with a 
decade ago included ringed plover, pochard, 
bar-tailed godwit and Greenland white- 
fronted goose. 

However, on a positive note, the five species 
recording the greatest increases over the 
period included little egret, whooper swan, 
black-tailed godwit, avocet and barnacle 
goose. 

For some declining species, such as ringed 
plover and bar-tailed godwit, it seems they 
are shifting away from wintering in the UK, 
choosing instead to spend the winter in 
continental Europe. 

Those species which have increased in 
numbers have been increasing for a variety 
of reasons. 

Avocets are believed to have increased 
because of milder winters and targeted 
conservation action, while black-tailed god- 
wits and whooper swans, which migrate from

DUNGENESS, The Swale and the Medway estuary 
all offer excellent opportunities to watch birds. 

Viewing hides have been set up on Elmley 
Marshes RSPB reserve, while the unusually-named 
Horrid Hill at Riverside Country Park, near 
Gillingham, offers 360-degree views over the 
Medway estuary. 

The expanse of mudflats and the wide skies 
contribute to the excellent viewing conditions and, 
despite its name, Horrid Hill is one of the most 
attractive sites in north Kent for birdwatchers. 

Dungeness is internationally regarded as an 
excellent site for birdwatchers and its bird 
observatory is a registered charity with a warden 
present between March and November. 

Its main recording area - where bird numbers 
are compiled - is the south-eastern corner of the 
shingle promontory that juts into the western 
limits of the Strait of Dover. 

A daily record is kept of all birds spotted in the 
area and this is available for visitors to consult 

The main threat to the county's bird population 
is development, with proposals for an expansion of 
Lydd airport and plans for an offshore airport in 
the Thames estuary being of particular concern. 

The huge number of new houses being planned 
for the county will also put tremendous strain on 
its environment 

Iceland, are thought to be increasing because 
of subtle changes in farming there, possibly 
linked to climate change. 

The annual report is based on the field¬ 
work of some 3,000 bird-surveyors partici¬ 
pating in synchronized monthly counts at 
wetlands, including estuaries, marshes, lakes 
and reservoirs, across the UK. 

Chas Holt, of the British Trust for Orni¬ 
thology, said: “The changes in waterbird 
populations identified each year by the 
Wetland Bird Survey highlight the impor¬ 
tance of monitoring our wetlands. 

‘Without the dedicated efforts of volun¬ 
teers throughout the UK, we would know 
far less than we do about how our waterbird 
populations are faring, and which sites are of 
most importance for them. 

“Future research and conservation efforts, 
both at the national and international level, 
can be suitably directed using information 
collected by these volunteers.” 

Partners 

Richard Hearn, head of species monitoring 
at the World Wildlife Trust, said: “Where 
declines of these migratory waterbirds have 
been noted in the UK, we must guard against 
assuming these birds are wintering further 
east in parts of Europe previously too cold. 

“Climate-related changes in distribution 
have the potential to mask more serious con¬ 
servation problems, so it is more important 
than ever that we get the complete picture by 
working with partners abroad to monitor 
these birds across their flyways.”

RAINFOREST inhabitants, tsuna¬ 
mi victims and children living in 
Third World conditions are just 
some of the beneficiaries of a char¬ 
ity set up by youngsters at a 
Faversham school. 

Children at Queen Elizabeth’s Grammar 
School established their cooperative business 
after watching the horror of the Boxing Day 
tsunami in the Far East in 2004. 

The disaster motivated them to establish a 
Fairtrade tuck shop, named Cocoafair, in 2005 
to raise money to help those in need. 

The profits have made a difference all over 
the world with Cocoafair supporting the edu¬ 
cation of two children in Nigeria and 
Guatemala. 

Contributions are also regularly made to 
Suchana, an education and health centre set 
up in West Bengal, India, by former Queen 
Elizabeth’s pupil Kirsty Milward. 

Fairtrade coordinator Hermance Gush said: 
“On Boxing Day 2004 we were sitting in our 
living room digesting Christmas dinner from 
the day before and enjoying our presents when 
suddenly, on the television, we were confront¬ 
ed with devastation and suffering on the other 
side of the world. 

“We set up a Fairtrade tuck shop in the 
school to create a permanent way of support¬ 
ing developing countries.” 

Since its launch, Cocofair has gone from 
strength to strength and now sells thousands 
of pounds worth of treats each year.

Don't urbanise our 
pretty valley 


Thank you for publicising the 
threat to the ancient village of 
Harbledown from Canterbury 
council’s proposed park and ride 
site (February 10). 

Your map accurately shows a 
white ring around the council’s site, 
but the caption claimed it is “on the 
outskirts of the city”. In fact, the 
site is several fields away from the 
edge of the city, right alongside 
Harbledown village in open 
countryside. 

The council’s proposal would 
urbanise a pretty valley which is 
currently filled with productive 
apple and pear orchards. 

But there is a far preferable site for 
any park and ride that is needed to 
serve A2 traffic, namely at Wincheap 
Industrial Estate. This would fit well 
with Kent County Council’s and the 
city council’s intentions to install the 
“missing” slip-roads linking the A2 
and the A28 to relieve traffic 
congestion in Wincheap. 

The enclosed plan shows the 
Wincheap site circled in blue. It 
really is on the outskirts of the city 
and thus is in fine with national 
guidance on park and ride locations. 

The Wincheap site is also 
brownfield land rather than top- 
quality agricultural land like 
orchards at Harbledown. 

We hope all your readers who 
hope to prevent urban sprawl from 
Canterbury encroaching on Grade 1 
farmland will object to the 
Harbledown park and ride proposal 
in the council’s core strategy. The 
deadline to write to the council’s 
planning policy team is March 12.

The Greek financial crisis could be good news for British sunseekers, says Gary Wright 



THE thing I’ve resented most about the 
credit crunch has been how expensive 
it’s become to go abroad.

And weren’t our chums across the Channel happy? 
The Germans, Belgians and French quickly realised 
Angleterre was the place for a bargain. 

They came across, shopping for clothes and shoes, 
then wondered why we weren’t visiting Calais quite 
so often any more. 

Well you wouldn’t, would you? Tesco wine is 
cheaper over here and I’m not comfortable paying 
eight quid for a bit of cheese made from sheep milk. 

Anyway, the annual Wright family excursion has 
been a little squeezed in the past couple of years 
because of GB Ltd’s financial mess. 

Portugal and Mallorca, turned out to be a bit pricey 
last year, and even Turkey the previous year 
admitted prices were up and Brits weren’t spending

THIS summer - the 70th 
anniversary of the Battle of 
Britain - will see a gathering of 
veterans at the official memorial to 
the heroes of the RAF. 

On Sunday, July 11, former airmen will 
parade before Prince Michael of Kent at 
Capel-le-Ferne, while Spitfire and Hurricane 
fighters and a Lancaster bomber roar 
overhead. 


The public is invited to attend what is sure 
to be a special day at the memorial, which 
includes a wall inscribed with the names of 
men who lost their lives, a sculpture of a pilot 
gazing out to sea and replica Hurricane and 
Spitfire fighter planes. 

Cadets from all three branches of the armed 
services will attend, along with the band of the 
RAF. Standards from RAF squadrons will also 
be paraded on the day. 

A spokesman said: “It’s sure to be a great 
day. But as well as veterans, dignitaries and 
cadets, the public are also invited along and 
pay their respects.” 

The Battle of Britain took place in the

summer of 1940 after Hitler’s Nazi forces had 
taken control of France and the Low 
Countries. 

As a prelude to a planned invasion of 
Britain, the Luftwaffe was ordered to destroy 
the Royal Air Force which it greatly 
outnumbered. Raids lasted until the autumn 
as Fighter Command fended off waves of 
German bombers and tangled with their 
escorting ME 109 and ME 110 fighters. 

Eventually the raids stopped and the threat 
of invasion was lifted - giving rise to Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill’s famous tribute: 
“Never in the field of human conflict was so 
much owed by so many to so few”.

JUST how much do parents really 
know about their children’s lives? 

Everybody’s Fine, a remake of an Italian 
film, suggests not as much as they think. 

The film sees Oscar-winner Robert De Niro 
playing Frank Goode, a widower who 
has spent his life working in a wire factory, 
earning money to support his family. 

When he retires, he realises he hasn’t spent 
enough time with his children and sets off 
on a road trip across the US to surprise each 
of them. 

He expects to find them living the successful 
lives his wife had always told him about, but 
the reality is very different. 

As a father-of-four sons and one adopted 
daughter, 66-year-old De Niro knew only 
too well how complicated family relationships 
can be and it was this that appealed about 
the film. 

“I can identify with this stuff, to say the 
least. I can understand what Frank is going 
through with his kids and that’s what was so 
interesting to me,” he says, in his unmistake- 
able drawl. 

“I have five kids and two grandchildren, so I 
could easily draw on [my own experience] 
when it was applicable to this film.” 

He’s not afraid of how his children will 
respond to the film - and whether they’ll see 
their dad in the character of Frank. 

“I think they’ll see it eventually... God knows 
what they’ll say,” he smiles, eyes twinkling. 

Such is De Niro’s pulling power as an actor, 
that Drew Barrymore, Kate Beckinsale and 
Sam Rockwell lined up to play his on-screen 
children, Rosie, Amy and Robert, and they 
worked hard to recreate a family. 

“I hate those fake Hollywood families where 
people do one read-through and suddenly 
they’re a family,” says Barrymore, 34, whose 
character is “a dancer” in Las Vegas. 

“This was different because we spent a lot of 
time together so the tactile feeling of affection 
would come across between us. 


“With Robert De Niro, I felt I couldn’t just 
call him ‘Bob’, so I started calling him ‘Daddy 
D’. I wanted to get to know him well enough so 
that those emotions would happen naturally 
on screen.” 

Beckinsale said: “I think we all felt very con¬ 
nected and cobbled together, like a real family. 
Everyone was full of emotions about the story. 

“We might not have had the same experi¬ 
ences as our characters, but the themes of 
secrets in families, trying to protect your par¬ 


ents and the relationships between siblings 
was something each of us could relate to. 

“It was especially personal to Bob and that 
sort of filtered down to each of us.” 

Everybody’s Fine was written and directed 
by Nanny McPhee’s Kirk Jones and based on 
the Italian film Stanno Tutti Bene by Oscar- 
winning director Giuseppe Tomatore, itself a 
follow-up to his classic Cinema Paradiso. 

“I was very aware of how universal family is 
as a theme, possibly second only to the theme

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of love, which half the films we watch are 
about,” says Jones, who lives in Bristol. 

He admits he didn’t have a plan B if De Niro 
had turned down the role of Frank. 

“There wasn’t really a back-up plan. I just 
knew he was right. After meeting him in New 
York I knew he was absolutely perfect for the 
role. It was just a matter of waiting for him to 
realise he was perfect for the role.” 

De Niro didn’t let him down.

Country star Cariene 
goes back to her roots 


Top American country singer songwriter and 
step-daughter of the legendary Johnny Cash 
plays this month's Maverick Live programme 


CARLENE CARTER 

Saturday March 6

FEW musicians can boast a more 
impressive country music her¬ 
itage than Cariene Carter. 

As the step-daughter of the legendary 
Johnny Cash and daughter of June Carter 
Cash, she has a tremendous family history in 
the business. Thanks to Maverick Live, 
Carter tops the list of major country acts vis¬ 
iting Maidstone this year. 

Her father, Carl Smith, was responsible 
for many hits in the 1950s and Carter has 
drawn on her rich heritage during her high¬ 
ly successful career. In the 1970s she joined 
the Johnny Cash Roadshow as one of the 
Carter Sisters, but her career was to take 
some unexpected directions as she explored 
her musical potential. 

At the age of just 22, the mother-of-two left 
Nashville to launch a solo career in England 
where she established herself as a country 
rocker with punk influences. Not only did 
Carter work with top musicians such as Dave 
Edmunds, Paul Carrack - who left Squeeze 
to join her band - Brinsley Schwartz and 
Graham Parker’s Rumour, she also appeared 
in the West End musical, Pump Boys and 
Dinettes. The move also led to romance and 
Carter married English singer-songwriter, 
Nick Lowe. Carter was well-known for her 
good looks and onstage patter that was some¬ 
times a little risque. 


After releasing five successful albums in 
the UK, Carter returned to Nashville and her 
country roots in the late 80s, where she 
enjoyed a string of hit songs such as I Fell in 
Love, The Sweetest Thing and Come On 
Back. With the album I Fell in Love, she 
earned accolades from Timr, People and 
Stereo Review magazines, all of whom named 
it as one of the year’s top-ten country albums. 

Carter persuaded her dad to come out of 
retirement and join her on a duet for the 
album Little Acts of Treason. They sang a 
version of his hit song Loose Talk, which had 
hit the number-one spot in the year Carter 
was bom. 

Following a number of television specials, 
in which she was joined by family members 
and fellow musicians, Carter embarked on a 
major tour of 33 cities in 1996 with Lorrie 
Morgan and Pam Tillis. 

The release of the album Hindsight 20/20 
marked the beginning of a quiet period, but 
Carter overcame personal difficulties and 
tragedies to work on various projects at the 
start of the decade. In 2005, she played the 
role of her mother in a stage musical about 
June’s early years with Mother Maybelle and 
the Carter Sisters. 


Although Carter has explored different 
avenues during her career, she has returned 
to her roots with her latest album, Stronger. 
Following in the footsteps of her mother and 
grandmother, Maybelle Carter, she plays the 
autoharp and has written acoustic songs that 
really connect with her musical heritage. 

The Carter Family were a phenomenally 
successful group that became the biggest sell¬ 
ing recording act in the US from 1927 to 
1935. Their success even outstripped Bing 
Crosby and the group continued in various 
formats for many years, with Carter joining 
her mother June and aunts Helen and Anita 
as the Carter Family in 1987. 

The love story between June Carter and 
Johnny Cash was the subject of the 
Hollywood film, Walk the Line, starring 
Joaquin Phoenix and Reese Witherspoon, 
who won an Oscar and a BAFTA for her 
portrayal of June.

FOLK is back, and it’s 
back with a bang. 

The often ridiculed genre is under¬ 
going something of a resurgence, 
and thanks to bands like Coco’s 
Lovers, it’s not difficult to see why. 

Blending a battered suitcase full 
of whimsical harmonies, clattering 
rhythms and even the odd hand¬ 
clap or two, Coco’s Lovers are gain¬ 
ing a reputation for joyous live 
shows and a musical depth that 
extends beyond the boundaries of a 
mere genre of the month. 

During their performances 
you can expect to hear guitars, 
violins, flutes, recorder, tenor 
banjos, mandolins fighting to be 
heard over the sound of an 
appreciative audience.

OUR small cruise ship 
nosed into a deserted bay on 
the wooded island of Brae in 
the Adriatic, and we slipped 
over the side to swim in the 
crystal-clear waters. 

It was the perfect way to cool off at 
the end of a day that had seen us 
explore Croatia’s second city of 
Split, with its well-preserved Greek 
and Roman mins. 

After our refreshing swim in the 
bay at Brae we clambered back 
aboard the Emanuel, a compact, 
vintage-style cruise ship which 
offers seven-day tours of Croatia’s 
coast and islands this summer. 

We moored in Bol on Brae, an old 
fishing port enjoying something of a 
boom as a resort. 

Along the quayside, the local win¬ 
ery produces the local Bolski Plavac, 
a red wine made from local black 
grapes, and where you can enjoy 
tastings. 

About 15 minutes’ walk from the 
harbour is the beach of Zlatni Rat, or 
Golden Horn, a spectacular mini¬ 
peninsular of clean white pebbles 
stretching out to sea that has been 
acclaimed as among the world’s top 
ten beaches. 

We had spent our first night on 
board Emanuel moored in the medi¬ 
aeval walled city of Trogir, an easy 
drive from Split Airport. The next 
morning, we headed north by road 
along the Dalmatian coast. 

Fishing ports with their red-roofed 
houses dot the coastline, including 
the picturesque Primostan, a small 
village with narrow, winding streets 
set on a hilly peninsula. 

We paused in Sibenik, the most- 
fortified town in the Adriatic and 
one-time seat of the Croatian kings, 


to admire the magnificent 15th cen¬ 
tury St Jakob’s Cathedral, which 
took 105 years to build with stone 
from Brae. 

Further north is Zadar, an ancient 
and imposing town surrounded 
almost entirely by water and where 
film director Alfred Hitchcock, on a 
visit in the 1960s, pronounced its 
sunsets as the most beautiful he had 
seen in the world. 

To the south is the 36-mile long 
Makarska Riviera, above which tow¬ 
ers the 5,780-foot Mount Biokovo, a 
seemingly inaccessible mass of rock. 

No-one should miss the historic 
walled city of Dubrovnik, dubbed 
the ‘pearl of the Adriatic’ by George 


Bernard Shaw and rebuilt after 
the pounding it took from the 
Yugoslav Army and Serb rebels in 
the early 1990s. 

When crowds from visiting cruise 
ships dispersed by mid-afternoon, 
we took the mile-and-a-half walk 
around the massive city walls, 10 to 
20foot thick walls, looking down on 
the red roofs of restored buildings 
and the streets below. 

Croatia has so much to offer visi¬ 
tors: magnificent buildings, a huge 
choice of watersports, miles of 
good walking, great beaches. With 
an expert guide to point the way, 
its history and heritage is utterly 
absorbing.

Many families also latched onto it as an eco¬ 
nomical second car/school bus and Renault 
grew sales further by marketing to pet lovers 
and sporting types needing to carry tents, 
bikes, surfboards and other gear. 

The format adds up even more since an all- 
new model arrived last June. It’s still a magnet 
for ‘Postman Pat’jibes, but buyers can be more 
smug this time around. 

For the Kangoo has gone posh without 
forgetting its roots, with a donor chassis 
from the latest Scenic MPV, boosting ride 
quality, handling and sophistication against 
its predecessor, while pegging prices for such a 
capacious car which starts from £11,438 to 
£15,220 for the top spec.

for a bigger cabin, taking five adults in comfort 
with three proper seats and acres of space in 
the back. Back seats fold in one movement for 
a completely flat cargo area. 

Mid-range Expression trim (as tested) 
brings overhead lockers and shelving, folding 
tables on front seatbacks, multi-position par¬ 
cel shelf and folding front passenger seat. 

However, the dashboard betrays van origins; 
it works well enough, but you are faced by a 
grim acreage of plastic though the situation is 
rescued partly by the glassy airiness and 
pleasant driving manners of the Kangoo. 

Two 1.6-litre petrol options are available, but 
the 1.5dCi diesel is the big draw. I like this 
engine’s flexibility and Renault underlines the 
point by offering three outputs: 68PS (67bhp), 
86PS (85bhp) and 106PS (104bhp). 

The first two have less than 140g/km of C02 
emissions, so they qualify for Renault’s eco2 
‘green label’ though still attracting £120/year 
in road tax and £110 after 1 April. 

The 86PS unit fitted to the test car proved to 
be about right for the Kangoo, with a good mix 
of economy and power for a vehicle that may be 
worked hard as a family troop carrier or even a 
commercially-operated courtesy vehicle or taxi.

Families help out the 
younger generation 
instead of saving 

PARENTS helping their children get on 
to the property ladder is the main reason 
behind the growing property market in 
the past ten months. 

According to one investment advisor, 
they realise that putting their money 
into housing is likely to provide a better 
return than keeping it in the bank. 

Stuart Law, chief executive officer at 
property investment advice group 
Assetz said: “Parents are coming to 
the conclusion they should perhaps be 
helping their children with this money, 
rather than seeing it languish in a 
bank account where there’s no interest 
being paid.” 

More products entering the mortgage 
market, including higher loan-to-value 
deals, are also boosting the housing mar¬ 
ket, Mr Law continued. He predicted five 
per cent growth for the property market 
this year, adding that it is dealing with 
the risks still present. 

Figures from the National Association 
of Estate Agents revealed that the 
percentage of sales made to first-time 
buyers increased from 19 per cent in 
December 2009 to 23 per cent last 
month.

RESEARCH by The Co-operative Bank 
Mortgages has discovered that 62 per 
cent of the UK’s population hopes to 
become mortgage-free by the time they 
reach the age of 50.

THE World Superbike season started 
disappointingly for Shane Byrne 
after he failed to finish inside the 
top-ten in either race at Australia’s 
Phillip Island circuit.

“There are too many fast riders to be 
able to start from 18th and expect a 
good finish, but I got up as far as about 
tenth place which wasn’t so bad.”
